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A Grand Football Season Is Ended 


Regardless of the outcome of the final 
Associated Press sports poll, the Salem High 
School football team of the ’59 season stands 
out as one of the school’s best. 
Coach Earle Bruce's Quakers posted 
a 
creditable 8 -1 record this fall, closing it in 
a convincing manner with the 58 -0 trouncing 
of Girard a week ago. Even the highly -rated 
E ast Liverpool Potters were h« ;ld scoreless 
by the Quakers who, ex cept for their early 
season loss to Ambridge. Pa., allowed only 
one touchdown to be scored against them. 
Salem’s defensive and offensive squads 
showed evidence of good coaching and con­ 
ditioning and Coach Bruce is to be congratu­ 
lated, as are the play ers who will be enter­ 


tained by the Boosters Club at the annual 
football banquet Dec. 1. 
Bruce, now in his fourth y ear here, is one 
of Ohio's outstanding coaches. 
Oddly enough, the Salem High Quakers 
were in and out of the "Top Ten" ratings 
of Ohio scholastic team s this y ear. State 
sports writers ranked them ninth .early in 
the season, practically ignored them after 
the Ambridge loss, but gave them a seventh- 
place tie with East Liverpool 
last week, 
although the Quakers beat the Potters 20 0. 
But whether tom orrow’s AP sports poll 
announcement lists Salem in the "first ten.'* 
local fans know already that this y ear's team 
was one of the greatest. 


Steel Deadlock Is Not Over Money 


Prompt rejection by the Steelworkers Un­ 
ion of the steel industry ’s latest offer is fur­ 
ther evidence that the deadlock is not over 
money . 
Last April 10. the negotiating companies 
proposed a one-y ear ex tension of the ex isting 
contract. Every thing would have remained 
the sam e—money and working agreem ents. 
The union turned down the proposal. 
On Oct. 19. the fact-finding board appoint­ 
ed by President Eisenhower said it could not 
point to a single issue of any consequence on 
which the union and the negotiating compa­ 
nies were in agreem ent. 
• 
This was the situation despite a package 
offer on Oct. 1, following a 
White 
House 
meeting, which offered 15.3 cents an hour 
over two y ears. There would have been no 
increase in cash wages the first y ear, but 
there would have been improvements in pen­ 
sions, insurance and unemploy ment benefits. 
In the second y ear, there would have been 
an increase of 7.3 cents an hour in cash 
wages plus new fringe benefits. 
The union turned that down, too 


THE NEW O FFER is for a 30-cent-an-hour 


package over three y ears, hut the union is 


showing no interest. There apparently is no 


wage and fringe benefit deal that would en­ 


tice the union to change its flat refusal to 


discuss work rules in the mills. That alway s 


has been the key issue. 


M anagement’s requests to have more to 


say about the operations it is responsible for 


are still falling on deaf ears. It is hard to 


see how any agreem ent can be reached if 
the union negotiators won’t listen to the thing 
the companies want to talk about most. 


The companies have made it plain repeat­ 
edly that they are not asking for the right 
to dictate changes; that they will be willing 
to submit all proposals to arbitration. They 
now have gone even further. They will gi\e 
the problem to joint union-management com. 
m ittees for voluntary agreem ent for a fix ed 
term first and turn it over to arbitration only 
if voluntary agreem ent is impossible. 


This does not sound high-handed or arbi­ 
trary to people whose livelihood is affected 
by the continued operation of the steel in­ 
dustry . even though they are not Steelworker« . 


Castro and the 21st Century 


Fidel Castro has been an unusually appeal­ 
ing figure since he emerged from the moun­ 
tains of Cuba. He has been an easy man 
to like. 
Even skeptics w'ho feared he had become 
the prisoner of the leftists nursed a hope ho 
would free himself and rise above this short­ 
coming of modem political turmoil. 
And now. with the Castro regime adm itted. 


\y \n trouble and betray ing its anx iety by 
abusing the United States, 
in the 
age-old 
fashion of Latin American politicians who get 
Into trouble, it becomes a m atter of curiosity 
as to what happened. It’s not easy to like 
Castro now. 
One guess might be that the visionary y oung 
leader of the Cuban rebellion that overthrew 
the corrupt government of Fulgencio Batista 
forgot what century he was living in and 
tried to leap out of it. 
His ideals for reorganization in Cuba—in­ 
dustrialism and multi-crop agriculture, with 
hordes of happy U.S. tourists play ing all day 
and most of the night in the island’s bound­ 


less recreation areas—did not take into ac­ 
count the elements of time and human and 
institutional resistance. 
He did not calculate the opposition of his 
political opponents correctly . 
He did not make a clear-headed estim ate 
of the economic problems that would plague 
Cuba if he destroy ed confidence in capital 
investment. 
He failed utterly to realize the setback h* 
could give tourist enthusiasm if he failed to 
concentrate on creating social stability to re­ 
place social unrest. 
He fluctuated wildy between Intemperate 
abuse of the United States, which is Cuba’s 
best friend and perhaps its only friend, and 
uninhibited professions of good will. He must 
have confused Cubans as badly as he con­ 
fused Americans. 
Castro is « till an easy man to like. But by 
getting his revolution into the 21st century 
before it had survived the 20th century he 
has made himself a hard man to trust and 
believe in

But "the delay was ineffective, 
since analy sis revealed that the 
longer the delay the more likely a 
wrong decision would be m ade," 
ihe scientists report. 
The ex periments were conducted 
with 36 undergraduates enrolled in 
Air Force reserve classes. T h e y 
were divided into three-man te a m s,, 
with one man on each team acting 
as the ex ecutive and the other two 
as his subordinates. 
In problems involving sim ulat­ 
ed military ' operations, each of the 
subordinates received 72 m essages. 
Some of these were wrong, some 
right and some irrelevant. T h e 
suborindates had to evaluate the 
messages and either discard them 
cr pass them along to the ex ecu­ 
tive. 
The latter had three 
possible 
courses of action: to dispatch in­ 
terceptor planes, to send bombers, 
or to order complete rearm ing of 
all weapons They had to make up 
their minds right away . 
Their problems were heightened 
by the kind of information that 
came through to them from the 
subordinates and by their desire to 
avoid rearm ing, if possible 
In all, the y oung ex ecutives made 
the right decision in 114 out of 144 
problems.

Although Khrushchev has pro­ 
posed 
complete 
disarm am ent, 
that’s a long way off. This week 
he reminded the West that if any ­ 
one was getting soft it was the 
West, not the Soviet Union. 
He boasted to a group of Soviet 
journalists that Soviet rocket pow- 
er is so tremendous it could blast 
any nation off the face of the 
earth now. 
"Some in the West claim ." he 
said, "that the Soviet Union has 
changed its policy and therefore 
it has become easier to talk with 
us. This is wrong, of course." 
He suggested that any brighten­ 
ing of peace prospects was due 
rather to a change of heart among 
the capitalist leaders.

Loyalty Oaths

Leading Colleges Rightfully Drop Loon Program 


Leading universities and colleges 
have every legal right to refuse 
to participate in a government* 
loan 
program 
requiring 
student 
b e n eficiaries 
to sign "loy al­ 
ty " 
affidavits, 
but 
it 
may 
be 
questioned 
whether 
t h e 
ex ecutives 
of 
t h e s e educa­ 
tional 
ins itu- 
t i o n s realize 
the

which they are 
striking a blow 
Dav*# u i 
against their own government s ef­ 
forts to thw art Communist espi­ 
onage and subversion inside the 
United States. When Congress set 
up the program for loans to col­ 
lege students, it included the re­ 
quirem ent that any student get­ 
ting a loan, in addition to taking 
the oath of alligiance, shall file 
with the U.S. commissioner of edu­ 
cation an affidavit declaring that 
the student "does not believe in, 
and is not a member of and does 
not support any organization that 
believes in or teaches, the over­ 
throw of the United States govern, 
ment by force or violence or by 
any 
illegal 
or 
unconstitutional 
methods.” 
The college presidents who arc 
objecting feel, generally , as one 
of their number said in a puulic 
statem ent, that the affidavit re­ 
quirement is an "affront’ 
to stu­ 
dents. I is further argued that it 
would "present no barrier to those 
it is designed to catch," because 
su :h persons would lie any how. 
i hat’s precisely the reason for 
the "oath.” It is difficult to prose­ 
cute a Communist or Communist 
stooge in this country today be­ 
cause of technicalities raised in 
various court decisions. About the 
only way to ferret them out is 
by means of perjury indictments. 
Thus, Alger Hiss operated for 
a considerable time in behalf of 
the 
Communists 
while 
he 
was 
working 
in 
the 
Department 
of 
State, but he wasn’t caught until 
y ears afterw ard when he lied in 
testimony before a Congressional 
Committee and went to jail on a 
perjury conviction. 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE that the 
college presidents who have de­ 
cided to deprive needy students of 
government loans, rather than let 
them sign a "loy alty " oath, are 
not willing to cooperate with Con. 
gress in the difficult prob.em of 
breaking down the Communist ap­ 
paratus. 
It is well known that the Com­ 
munists operate on the campuses 
of many colleges. They do so in 
Latin America and in Europe and 
Asia. 
Many of the propaganda efforts 
of the Communists are dependent 
on student demonstrations, timed 
to ex ploit certain controversial is­ 
sues. 
To select 
one group and not 
others for the "loy alty " oath re- 


qurement is, of course, discrim ina­ 
tion. Congress has been slow to 
ma ka it a general requirem ent cov­ 
ering all government benefits or 
privileges. 
Nevertheless, today every per. 
son who works for the federal gov- 
ernment, 
whether 
appointed 
or 
elected, must take the "loy alty ” 
oath. This includes hundreds of 
thousands of people Just why the 
colleges should feel so disturbed 
over requiring students to do some­ 
thing every official or clerk in the 
government must do is 
a little hard 
to understand. 
The 
federal 
government, 
of 
course, 
has every Constitutional 
right to impose a "loy alty ” oath 
or any other condition as a basis 
for 
granting 
a contract 
or 
a 
privilege 
Today newspapers can­ 
not get second-class-mail privileges 
without submitting to certain con­ 
ditions laid down by the govern­ 
ment. 
The same is true of radio and 
television 
stations in getting li­ 
censes 
If a “ loy alty ” oath were 
prescribed for all such licensees, 
the government would have e' rj 
Constitutional right to make that 
a requirement. 
There is a campaign on to get 
ft leral aid to education all along 
the line. But one thing seems cer­ 
tain: Those who want such bene­ 
fits will have to conform to the 
conditions laid down by the fed­ 
eral government. 


IT IS STRANGE that when other 
requirem ents that interfere with 
"freedom of association" are im­ 
posed by the federal government— 
as. for instance, in connection with 
employ ment practices—there is not 
much protest from the heads of 
colleges or from the inveterate 
champions of "freedom of associa­ 
tion." 
It isn’t even a law of Congress 
but 
an 
ex ecutive 
order 
under 
which companies that have govern, 
ment contracts may have them re­ 
voked if the President’s committee 
on government contracts finds that 
discrimination is practiced in hir­ 
ing because of race, creed or color. 
In the case of labor unions. Con­ 
gress has gone even further and 
imposed criminal penalties to n-et 
the 
Communist 
menace. 
The 
labor-reform bill adopted at the 
last session prohibits any person 
who has been a mem ber of the 
Communist party in the previous 
five y ears from being on the stafi, 
in any ex cept a clericaLcapacity , 
of a labor union or an k oc ia tion 
of employ ers 
dealing ^ |t h 
any 
labor organization. 
Congress either has to repeal 
all restrictions placed on the ex ­ 
tension of government grants or 
privileges, or be in the position of 
favoring one class of beneficiaries 
of government money as against 
another. 
What is needed is an ex tension, 
rather than an abridgement, of the 
"loy alty ” oath program.

Increase In Storage Space 


New standards by the Fede r a 1 
Housing 
Administration 
increase 
the amount of storage space which 
must be provided in every new 
house before it can be approved 
for an FHA*insured mortgage. 
Under these regulations, every 
house must have at least 200 cu­ 
bic feet for general storage pur­ 
poses and 75 cubic feet of general 
storage space for each bedroom. 
This space must be provided in 
addition to closets in each bed­ 
room, coat and linen closets and 
kitchen shelves for the storage 
of food, equipment and utensils. 
The FHA states that at least 


25 per cent o the required storage 
volume must be located inside 


the house. A minimum of 50 per 
cent also must be located where 
items used outdoors, such as lawn 
mowers, may be stored 
conven­ 
iently. This storage space must

be accessible to the outdoors and 
i it must not be necessary to cross 
any habitable room to reach it. 
The additional 
25 per cent of 
storage 
space 
may 
be located 
; either indoors or outdoors. 
Builders or individuals planning 
on FHA mortgages must of course, 
conform to the regulations. This 
is done in various ways, usually 
by the addition of a utility room 
or the construction of an exterior 
shed. But the requirements are met 


j automatically when there is 
a 
basement with an outside exit. 
Besides 
being 
accessible, 
the 
basement with separate access to 
the outdoors provides lowcost floor 
space. 


Dozens of 
storage ideas 
are 
being created to improve the base­ 
ment's 
facilities. 
Among 
them 
are: 


“Storage 
wall’* 
partitions 
to 
separate different areas; the work­ 
shop from the recreation room, for 
instance. Taking the place of fixed 
partitions, 
they 
can 
be moved 
around as necessary. These par­ 
titions can be custom built, if 
necessary, to solve particular stor­ 
age problems. 
“Seasonal 
storage walls” or 
cabinet-like compartments which 
can be placed near the basement 
entrance. In summer, a cabnet 
containing seasonal items is pushed 
into position for easy use. In win­ 
ter, the cabinet and its contents 
are moved to an out-of-the way 
section of the basement. Another 
cabinet, with winter equipment, 
replaces it. 
“All-purpose walls, “those with 
perforated hardboard surfaces to 
accommodate a variety of hooks 
that support shelves, tools, etc. 
Cabinets 
formerly 
used up­ 
stairs but now discarded can be 
utilized downstairs for the laundry 
area. They can be used for soap 
powders,, 
detergents 
and 
other 
necessary cleansing items. 
Since the basement usually oc­ 
cupies almost as much floor space 
as the first floor, there is far more 
space than is necessary for stor­ 
age purposes alone. This extra 
space is fine for a playroom, home 
workshop or desired hobby area.

Here's The Answer 


QUESTION: We plan to have a 
house built to specification. Our 
plumbing contractor says that the 
building code specifies cast iron 
for the main soil stack but that 
cheaper materials can be used for 
vent stacks, branch lines, etc., 
thus cutting down the overall cost. 
Is he right? 
ANSWER: 
1 
a m not sure 1 
understand 
what you 
mean 
by 
your question. Do you mean: is 
he telling the truth? If so. the 
answer is yes, cast iron must be 
used for the main soil stack and 
yes, there are cheaper materials; 
than cast iron. It is up to you to 
decide whether the extra cost (it 
should not be too much) is worth 
the time-tested value of cast iron. 
It does not -corrode, 
has high' 
structural strength and is general-' 
ly considered "permanent.” The 
fountains at the Palace of Versal-j 
les, built in 1664, are still operat-, 
ing with their original cast iron 
pipes. 


QUESTION: We expect to be 
looking for a house soon. But we 
have been reading about the high 
interest rates on mortgages. Is it 
wise to wait until the rates drop 
before we make a down payment 
on a house? 
ANSWER: The interest rates are 
high because there is what is 
known as a ‘tight money” market. 
You would have to be clairvoyant, 
however, to know how 
long it 
would be before there would be a 
drop in the rates. Thus, you might 
wait three months or you might 
wait three years. 
A 
long wait 
could interfere seriously with your 
plans. There is another angle to 
consider, also. Suppose you waited 
unfil interest rates dropped — and 
bhen found that the type of house 
you wanted cost a lot more than 
it would have cost had you bought 
it immediately? 
Government fi­ 
gures show that the average cost 
of constructing a home—not in- j 
eluding land or sales costs—reach­ 
ed a record level in May of $13,- 
750. This compares with $13,150 a 
year ago the same month and a 
1958 average of $12,950. 
It has | 
always been our opinion that the 
best time to buy a house is when 
you need it—with no attempt to 
outguess the financial market. 


Examine Hidden 
Parts of House 
Before You Buy 


Don’t 
make the 
mistake 
of 
taking the salesman’s “ word” for 
important structural details such 
as wiring, insulation,, and plumb­ 
ing when you buy a home. 
Instead, ask questions, then ask 
to be shown. If you don’t, you 
and your family may have to pay 
for your error in cash, discomfort, 
and inconvenience as long as you 
live in the house. 
Here’s an example of one mfc- 
take of this kind that is hap­ 
pening every day all over the 
country: 


Sam 
and 
Mary 
Househunter, 
who think they know 
what 
to 
look for in a home, are immedi­ 
ately satisfied when the builder 
tells them: ” Oh, yes, it’s ful. 
insulated. We’ll guarantee that.” 


W’hat Sam and Mary can’t know 
because they fail to investgate 
thoroughly is that their new house 
has been “fully insulated” with on­ 
ly a sheet of foil in walls and ceil­ 
ings or a minimum layer (1 or 
1 Vi inches) of bulk insulation. 
For years they’ll blame hard 
winters, hot 
summers, and their! 
innocent 
heating 
system 
for 
their discomfort and 
high fuel 
bills. 


After all, Shivering Sam will 
say, “the house 
IS 
fully 
insu­ 
lated. They guaranteed it.” 
If you want to avoid the plight 
of Sam and Mary, it's wise to 
ask 
the builder how much in­ 
sulation the house has, what kind 
it is, and where it’s installed. 
For heating 
comfort 
and econ­ 
omy, and maximum summer co­ 
fort without air conditioning, en- 
giners recommend thicknesses of 
at least 4 inches of mineral wool in 
ceilings, 3 inches in walls, and 2 o r! 
3 inches in floors over unheated I 
areas such as crawl spaces, gar­ 
ages, and porches. 
A house that is to be air con­ 
ditioned 
or 
heated 
electrical!/ 


needs 6 inches of mineral Wool 
in the ceiling, at least 3 inches 


in walls, and 2 or 3 inches in 


floors. 


Use Windows 
InGroups to 
Slash Costs 


One way to build a better house 
is to use lots of windows, grouping 
them together in large areas un­ 
broken by wall spaces between 
them. 
Large windows grouped togeth­ 
er in a wall look better from inside 
and out, let more light in, permit 
more efficient ventilation, and can 
save on overall construction costs. 


House and Home Magazine of 
home-building industry, 
advisees 
builders in a recent issue to group 
windows as an efficient means j 
of saving on costs. 


“ Each added opening in your 
wall runs up your costs,” says 
House & Home, pointing out that 
“big windows cost much less per 
square foot than small, and a 
narrow wall section between win­ 
dows costs much more per square 
foot than a large, unbroken area.” 
The magazine adds that this is 
“one of the first lessons” leading 
architect Frank Lloyd Wright be­ 
gan teaching 60 yeas ago. “Some 
of his big houses,” says House 
& Home, “have 50 windows, but 
only a half-dozen window open­ 
ings.” 
A 
good example 
of 
Wright’s 
window technique is found in a 
prefabricated house he designed. 
The 
house has 4 0 windows 
of 
ponderosa pine grouped in long, 
horizontal bands and large, geo­ 
metric patterns. 
'fhis 
parmi0ted 
the 
prefabri­ 
cator to follow one of Wright's 
“musts”—that his houses be lo­ 
cated on scenic sites and that 
the view be unobstructed from 
inside. The price of the house 
ranges from $30,000 to $35,000. 


DON'T OVERLOOK STONE in 
your home decorating plans. It’s 
a 
real 
glamour material, 
says 
one prominent 
American 
archi­ 
tect. and when properly used can 
lend new beauty to almost any 
interior. 
“ The esthetic value of a natural 
material 
as handsome as most 
stone happens to be,” says 
Her­ 
man H. York, whose house de­ 
signs 
have 
won 
many 
awards, 
“ Will 
produce 
a 
richness 
and 
warmth not readily achieved in 
synthetic materials.” 
Stone has many textures, col­ 
ors, patterns and finishes. 
And 
quarries and stone yards are now 
using special guillotine presses to 
split natural stone in pieces as 
thin as % of an inch. 


TOO, THERE IS A harmonious 
relationship between natural stone 
and wood—and these two mater­ 
ials complement each other par­ 
ticularly in interiors where natural 
stains allow the graining of wood 
to remain apparent. 
Architect York frequently uses 
stone for transition from the out­ 
side to the inside of the house. 
This is done in several ways in­ 
cluding the use of stone as floor­ 
ing material on an entrance porch 
and repeating it 
as the 
flooring 
material inside the foyer. 


Stone planters outside and in­ 
side the foyer also achieve such 
transition, 
particularly when the 
planters are separated by a side 
glass panel in the entrance door. 
York 
says any house in the 
medium to large size group can 
be enhanced by using stone “as 
the welcoming focal point” in the 
entrance foyer. 


. . “THE LUXURY SUGGESTED 
by this material makes for a 
masculine ruggedness and produc­ 
es an air of stability,” he explains. 
“ In modern design, the exterior 
finish can be carried through to 
the interior 
with glass as the 
separation. And the use of plants, 
both on the outside and inside, 
makes for^greater use of mason­ 
ry at such points of transition.” 
Stone can be used on walls as 
a 
facing 
material, 
on 
raised 
hearths designed for seating pur­ 
poses, and as cantilevered shelves 
in brick or stone walls for sup­ 
porting statuary or plants. 
Hare, 
York 
has 
a 
word 
of 
caution: 
* 
“Care must be exercised in such 
appliction because poorly designed 
walls are permanently unpleasant. 


Where dining rooms double as 
buffet 
areas for large parties, 
the stone floor creates a feeling of 
informal luxury.” 


With 
imagination, 
York 
says, 
additional uses will be found for 
stone 
in 
bedrooms 
and 
bath­ 
rooms. But in kitches and laun­ 
dry rooms, ‘‘where simple dish 
cloth maintenace is required, it 
is difficult to compete with some 
of the excellent plastic surfaces 
now being used.” 


THERE 
ARE 
MANY 
WALL 
areas where stone may be used 
in new ways, he says. “For ex­ 
ample, wherever a low wall di­ 
vider is needed, stone can be used 
with decoratively designed plant 
areas nearby. Development of thin 
stone 
veneers 
with 
its 
light 
weight advantage will encourage 
such use.” 
Above 
all, York 
emphasizes, 
‘‘stone will help to glamorize our 
home interiors. Used in good taste, 
in proper relationship to other 
materials, 
in 
correct 
scale to 
room size, in pleasing color to 
harmonize with the furnishings, 
stone has tremendous possibilities 
as an interior finish.”

Lumber dealers now carry pan­ 
eling from the western pine region 
in packages. 
A growing number of member 
mills of the Western Pine Associa­ 
tion is wrapping paneling in paper 
or cardboard boxes before ship­ 
ping it. There are numerous ad­ 
vantages to the consumer. 
At the mill, the lumber is espe- 
cailly selected for knot character­ 
istics for a paneling job. the care­ 
fully dried and clean paneling is 
protected againt any damage in 
transit and while at the lumber 
yard. Therefore, the customer has 
to do less sanding and the panel­ 
ing gives a more attractive gen­ 
eral over-all appearance. There is 
also a minimum of waste. 
For 
additional protection 
and 
Improved appearance, the ends of 
the 
panelling 
pieces 
are 
often 
treated with wax. 
A standard package usually con­ 
tains five pieces of eight-foot stock 
and two or three smaller pieces 
adding up to eight feet in length. 
Altogether, usually there are 4 
lineal 
feet 
in

package.

“ Take him away from the Steel, 
ers, and they ’re nothing.”
